Fit for a kin 

Elliot Tucker charts the history of Richmond’s most famous cakes, 
and their eponymous teahouse, the Original Maids of Honour 




The Original Maids of 
Honour has stood on 
Kew Road for over 120 
years, and still serves 
the original recipe 
Maids of Honour cakes 
that made it famous 
(right) 


I f you've ever wanted to eat like a 
Tudor, then the Original Maids of 
Honour in Kew is the place to do it. 
This tea and cake shop has stood on 
its current site for over 120 years, 
although it's history allegedly dates back 
a lot farther than that, nearly 500 years. 

Legend has it that Henry VIII 
encountered Anne Boleyn and some of 
her Maids of Honour, the young women 
that looked after the Queen, eating some 
small cakes at Richmond Palace. He 
insisted on trying one and was so 
enraptured by their taste that he 
confiscated the recipe and kept it under 
lock and key at the palace. One account 
even suggests that the maid who had 
made the cakes was held captive at the 
Royal palace and was charged with 
producing them solely for Henry. 

Whether or not such a tedious fate 
did in fact befall one of the maids, the 
recipe for the cakes seems to have 
stayed quite firmly within the local area. 

By the early 18th Century, the first 
Original Maids of Honour bakery had 
opened on Hill Street, Richmond, and it 
had become quite a la mode for young 
Londoners to take tea and sample the 
little cakes here. During those early 
years, a young Robert Newens served an 
apprenticeship there and went on to 
open his own Maids of Honour bakeries 
in King Street and George Street. 

By 1887 Robert's son Alfred had 
picked up the family business and 
opened a brand new site on Kew Road, 
where the current shop stands, making 
and selling the now closely guarded 
secret recipe. When Alfred died in 1927 
his son John took over the business but 
sadly witnessed some terrible damage to 
the Victorian shop during the Blitz, and 
the future of the shop, and the cakes, 
looked bleak. 

However, continuing the Newens 
family tradition, John's son Peter 
returned home from serving in the war 
and helped to rebuild the shop. The new 
look premises actually reverted to a 
more classical Tudor style as a nod of 
appreciation to its Royal origins. 

The same shop remains to this day 
and visitors can still sample the original 
recipe Maids of Honour cakes.

Elliot Tucker gets a preview of this year’s Hampton Court Palace Flower Show 


S adly the great British Summer 
doesn't always live up to 
expectations. Long sunny days 
are invariably replaced with 
intermittent showers, 
emergency umbrella purchases and 
barbecuing under a hastily erected 
awning. However, despite the perils of 
precipitation we might face, one event is 
always guaranteed to brighten up July; 
The RHS Hampton Court Palace Flower 
Show. This year is the 23rd outing for 
this prestigious event and 2013 promises 
to be a bumper year for what has 
become the world's biggest floral display 
as it runs from 9-14 July. 

The show began life in 1990 when 
management consultant Adrian Boyd 
brought together Historic Royal Palaces 
and rail operator Network Southeast; 
two entities looking to improve their 
visitor and passenger numbers. The 
railway firm sponsored the first show 
with special trains laid on from 
Waterloo, complete with porters 
wearing carnations in their hats. By 1993 


the Royal Horticultural Society had 
taken over the show and, in 1994, it was 
declared the best outdoor public event 
on the calendar. Over 23 years Hampton 
Court has carved a reputation amongst 
the other flower shows as being more of 
an all-encompassing event with emphasis 
on growing your own, cookery and 
environmental issues alongside the more 
traditional aspects of a flower show. 

This year sees a new look with three 
'zoned' areas offering a mixture of 
gardens, shopping, food and flowers. 
This all takes place, of course, amongst 
one of the most majestic Royal palaces, 
lending the show a very regal feel. The 
'Grow' zone will offer the serious 
gardeners an outlet with nurseries, plant 
stalls and gardening equipment for sale. 
'Escape' presents a slice of the British 
countryside, with displays on growing 
your own, the famous Hampton Court 
rose displays and Artisan food 
producers, whilst those looking for some 
encouragement in their own gardening 
endeavours will find fertile idea territory 


as 'Inspire' offers up practical tips on 
how to create your very own oasis. 

Thirty four gardens will be on show 
offering something for everyone from 
the grand, 'budget-not-a-problem' 
conceptual gardens to the 'low cost, 
high impact' exhibitions, which make 
use of the smallest spaces without 
breaking the bank. The gardens are as 
diverse as they are spectacular, with 
themes ranging from Shakespearean 
witches in 'The Witches of Macbeth', 
skin cancer awareness in 'The Macmillan 
Legacy Garden' and Martin Luther King 
Jr in 'August 1963 - I Have A Dream'. 
There will also be a distinctly eco- 
friendly feel to proceedings this year, 
with sponsors Ecover exhibiting 'The 
Ecover Garden', which aims to highlight 
sustainable water systems and reuse of 
plastics in everyday life. Alongside the 
Ecover exhibition, the 'Tip of the 
Iceberg' garden employs a mountain of 
fridges as planters to emphasise reusing 
the debris of modern life, whilst the 
immersive 'Desolation to Regeneration'

Each year, the Palace grounds play 
host to a stunning array of flora 




garden will employ sight, sound and 
smell to symbolize regeneration after 
a forest fire. 

Benedict Green is a landscape 
designer for Belderbos Landscapes, 
based in Richmond, and is exhibiting 
a conceptual garden. He says that the 
Hampton Court show is 'a fantastic 
event with a lot of prestige behind it/ 
This is Benedict's first year exhibiting 
after he gained a slot as a freelancer 
before joining forces with local firm 

The gardens are 
as diverse as they are 
spectacular, with 
themes including 
Shakespearean witches 

Belderbos. So is he nervous? 'Yes! 
Nervous and excited but then it is the 
world's biggest flower show. And you 
only get one chance to nail it, we don't 
have dress rehearsals!' Benedict's 
garden is entitled 'The Clints and Grykes 
Garden' which, he says, may 'look like 
a lot of limestone with a tree in the 
middle!' but looking closer you are 
treated to a lush world of hidden shrubs 
and plants between the fissures, or 
grykes, in the rock. The aim of the 
garden is to highlight sustainable 
limestone use and to show that the most 


interesting and beautiful things in life 
are often found 'between the cracks'. 

Benedict is also a local lad, from 
Teddington, and is relishing the 
opportunity to exhibit on home turf (no 
pun intended). 'The Palace is just a short 
walk through Bushy Park for me and 
this is absolutely the place that I'd want 
to do my first show,' he comments. The 
Hampton Court show is set over 34 
acres of land and last year saw 600 
exhibitors on site, which is what 
Benedict says sets it apart from the 
other shows: 'You see a huge variety of 
gardens as people are much more 
daring because the show is so relaxed. 
There are some really fantastic displays.' 

One such display, and one that The 
Hampton Court Flower Show is 
renowned for, is its roses. This year the 
Rose Marquee will be turning the clock 
back and injecting some classic glamour 
with a Vintage 50s theme of roses and 


floristry. The rose exhibition has been 
a mainstay of the show since its 
introduction in 1991, and 2013 will see 
the launch of the, surely soon to be 
coveted. Rose of the Year competition. 
After a series of national heats between 
competing rose growers, and their 
attractive floral offerings, a winner was 
decided upon and will be exhibited at 
this year's show. 'You're Beautiful' 
('Fryracy') is grown by Gareth Fryer and 
is a bright pink, lightly-scented rose with 
rich foliage. It will be shown alongside 
other intriguingly named varieties such 
as Bobby Dazzler, Nelsons Journey and 
Summer Sweetheart. 

For foodies in attendance, the 
Growing Tastes Marquee will bring 
together growers and producers of the 
finest fruit, vegetables and herbs. All 
exhibitors will be selling direct to the 
public as well as offering tips on how to 
grow your own at home. 

Meanwhile, the Country Living 
Magazine pavilion will play host to over 
120 stands selling everything from 
garden furniture and accessories to 
clothing, jewellery and homewares 
giving the shoppers a chance to really 
indulge themselves. 
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Staying true to its environmental 
awareness pledge, the show will also be 
focusing on the pollinators and insects 
that make up the wildlife in our 
countryside and gardens. Bees, 
butterflies and thousands of insect 
species comprise a vital component of 
our complex eco-system, and to 
celebrate this, the show has collaborated 
with the Eden Project to erect a Butterfly 
Dome, Bee Garden and Marquee. The 
butterfly dome promises to give visitors 
the rare chance of some up close 
interaction with a magical array of some 

The rose exhibition has 
long been a mainstay of 
the show, and 2013 sees 
the launch of the Rose of 
the Year Competition 

of the world's tropical butterflies as well 
as those native to our shores. With bee 
numbers on the decline, and even EU 
legislation to boost current levels, the 
Bee Garden will offer practical advice on 
how to entice pollinators into your 
garden and even how to keep bees and 
make your own honey. 

This year the show will also be 
bringing a bit of glitz and glamour from 
well-known faces of TV and film. Stars 
such as Joely Richardson and Kate 
Humble will be entering hen houses that 
they have customised into a charity 
auction with all proceeds split between 
the RHS Campaign for School

Gardening and the Addington Fund 
which supports British farming. This will 
be alongside an event organized by 
Ecover, who have tasked several of the 
biggest names in horticulture and design 
to come up with some innovative and 
interesting planters which will be 
donated to Maggies Cancer Care at the 
end of the show. 

If all of this sounds a bit too grown 
up, fear not - children are well catered 
for, with under 16s getting free entry. 
The specially laid on Children's Zone 
will get budding gardeners involved 
with a 'sow and grow' area, where they 
can plant seeds under the guise of their 
favourite superhero courtesy of a face 
painting stand - think Spiderman in a 
straw hat. An arts and crafts area will 
also be offering plant pot decoration 
classes and a 'make your own 
bumblebee hat' stand. Local schools will 
be exhibiting scarecrows made by pupils 
as well as a prize giving for the best 
garvinea plant grown at school. 

For those readers who want to get a 
look at all of this a bit earlier, then the 
show has an exclusive preview evening 
on Monday 8 July. This event offers 
quite a unique and different experience 
to the normal days with live music, 
exhibitions and fine dining culminating 
in a spectacular firework display. You 
can even bring your own picnic and 
leave it at the Picnic Deposit until you 
are ready to sit back and enjoy the evening. 



In a relatively short period of time the 
RHS Hampton Court Flower Show has 
grown to eclipse some of its more 
established rivals and continues to get 
bigger each year. Having such a 
prestigious event on the doorstep is 
something that Benedict feels we 
shouldn't miss out on, and urges 
everyone to attend: 'It's a fantastic day 
out, you see a really high level of 
horticulture in a relaxed environment. 
Flower shows aren't elitist and stuffy; 
they can be really interesting and fun - 
especially at Hampton Court.' •

Can London really ever match the Italian masters? Well, the 
capital offers up plenty of contenders offering la dolce vita 


L ondon is a city in thrall to 

Italian food. You can't escape 
the stuff, assailed at every 
turn by endless battalions of 
pizza and pasta. And we're as 
familiar with lasagne and penne 
arrabiata as we are with roast beef and 
cheap white bread. But the vast majority 
are about as Italian as a chocolate 
Cornetto. They serve up woeful, ersatz 
and over-processed slop, miles removed 
from the real thing. Even those 
trattorias, with their wistful drawings of 
Vesuvius, over-sized pepper grinders 
and winking waiters, are more 'dodgy 
eater' than Dolce Vita. 

Take spaghetti Bolognese. The real, 
slow cooked ragus of Bologna would 
never be seen draped across spaghetti. 
Tagliatelle is their natural base. And 
Roman Carbonara sauce would run a 
mile from any mention of cream - eggs, 
Pecorino, pepper and guanciale are all 
that's needed. As for any pasta sauce 
involving smoked salmon... the less said 
about this monstrosity, the better. 

Real Italian food is intensely and 
passionately regional. You'll never find a 
Neapolitan with a good word to mutter 
about the food of Rome, a few hours to 
the north. And your average Milanese 
would glare down his nose, with barely 
concealed disgust, at 'rough' Calabrian 
classics. As for the divide between North 
and South... it's more open culinary 
warfare than appreciation of their fellow 
countryman's food. Hell, culinary 
competition is quite fierce enough 
between neighbouring villages, let alone 
neighbouring regions. 

Still, London is blessed with a handful 
of exceptional Italian restaurants, places 
where ingredients are sourced with near 
fanatical obsession and are allowed to 
sing forth, and loudly, of their innate 
beauty. Take the very best ingredients 
and do as little as possible to them. 

That's the Italian way. 

Just like in the peerless River Cafe, 
Ruth Roger's famed temple to Italian 
pleasure, where you'll find the freshest 
broad beans in spring, served with 
creamy ricotta. Or wonderful hunks of 
pork, cooked in their wood fire oven.

For the real Italian 
experience, you'd struggle 
to beat River Cafe 


Sure, it's not cheap, but as a treat there's 
nowhere I'd rather eat. 

Actually, there is. Locanda Locatelli. 
Giorgio Locatelli is a master, and 
although he picks dishes from all over 
the country, his palate is every bit as 
brilliant as his technique. You can't miss 
the tortellini con brodo. And in truffle 
season, his white truffle risotto is so 
damned fine that mere superlatives do it 
precious little justice. 

Then there's Jacob Kennedy's brilliant 
Boco di Lupo in Soho. Dishes are made 
for sharing, but dishes such as cuttlefish 
with peas (from the Veneto), orecchiette 
with 'nduja (a Calabrian classic), and 
clams and beans (from Campania) are 
flawless. A hugely talented cook and an 
instant Soho classic. 

Just like Polpo, the first offering from 
Russell Norman. It specialises in 
Venetian cicheti, small plates of rather 
good titbits. They do an excellent 
baccala mantecato - although Llorence 
Knight's version, in Polpetto, another 
Norman gaff and soon to reopen, is the 
best I've ever tasted. 

Assagi, in Notting Hill, is ever 
reliable, offering Sardinian classics 
along with oozing burrata and the best 
veal chop in town. On the other side of 
the city, Lrancesco Mazzei cooks 
exquisite Calabrian influenced food at 
L'Anima. The man is another Italian 
master. Just like Theo Randall, ex head 
chef at River Cafe, who has an 
eponymous place at the Intercontinental 
on Park Lane. The room is a little cold, 
but his cooking is anything but. 

Zucca near London Bridge might be a 
relative newcomer to the scene but 
never disappoints. Unpretentious but 
always delectable. While Lranco Manca 
in Brixton makes the nearest thing you'll 
ever come to real Neapolitan pizza. So 
despite the plague of fifth rate chains, 
London is blessed with some truly 
magnificent Italians if you look beyond 
the grease sodden pizzas.

The Bingham 


REVIEW 


T he institution that is Sunday 
Lunch has to be treated with 
respect. Having witnessed my 
own father throw the mother of all 
tantrums in a restaurant recently - 
because his roast beef was 'unacceptably 
tough'- and then baring the 
repercussions for the rest of what turned 
out to be a bit of a miserable afternoon. 
I've learned the hard way that opting to 
eat your weekly roast somewhere other 
than home can be a risky business. 

It pays to choose wisely. Which is where 
The Bingham comes in. 

Having been for evening meals in the 
restaurant at this beautiful riverside 
hotel before, it was a real pleasure to go 
along and see the sun streaming in for 
an afternoon sitting. I've always enjoyed 
head chef Shay Cooper's culinary 
creations in the past, so expectations 
were high, and this first-rate lazy 
Sunday feast didn't disappoint. 

To start, a ham hock and foie gras 
terrine looked and tasted absolutely 
gorgeous, the moist meaty rectangle 
adorned with pickled celery, sliced 
grapes and walnut vinaigrette. A Dorset 
crab risotto was another stunner, the 
velvety rice studded with segments of 
orange and topped with crab tempura. 

So, onto the main event. Juicy pink 
slices of aged beef sirloin, with bone 


marrow persillade and a selection of 
first-rate accompaniments, and tender 
pieces of Romney Marsh lamb with a 
lamb hotpot and pickled red cabbage, 
left no room for complaint, washed 
down with glasses of perfect pinot noir 
and malbec respectively. Desserts are 
also special, and the bitter chocolate tart 
with grapefruit sorbet was a delight. 
Staff, too, are fabulous - restaurant 
manager Davide Durante and his team 
provide stellar service to complete the 
perfect Sunday package.

It’s time to fire up the coals and get some food on the BBQ, so Emily Manson 
sought advice from the expert - Gaucho Richmond’s head chef Salim Ben 


O K. We've waited long 

enough. We must surely 
be due some summer sun 
by now. If it doesn't come 
soon, I fear I shall be 
forced to emigrate to Florida or indulge 
in a year-long, weather-induced 
depression. And this July is particularly 
special, it being my birthday - and a big 
one at that (I want to say 30, but it's 
actually 40), and I want to have a 
fabulous BBQ lunch in the garden - 
in the sun. 

So whilst there's nothing I can do 
about the weather except research 
emergency flights to Miami and stock up 
on Prozac, I'm determined to make sure 
that the BBQ is a hit come rain or shine. 
Given we're talking the big 4-0, I'd like 
to offer more than my traditional - but 
ever so dull - burnt chicken legs, 
sausages and burgers. 

And who would know better than the 


professionals in charge at Gaucho on 
Richmond's Riverside? Sol went down 
to get some top tips and advice on how 
to improve my repertoire and limited 
barbie skills. 

The best cut for a BBQ 
is a rib eye with the bone 

out, as it cooks more 
evenly off the bone, but 
there is enough fat 

With over 14 years' experience, head 
chef Salim Ben Abdelhai is a master at 
the dark art of cooking steaks to 
perfection. No cremated bits of shoe- 
leather for him, the steaks are succulent 
and juicy yet with that fabulous and 
delicious chargrilled caramelisation on 
the outside. 


The quality of steak is obviously 
fundamental,' he tells me - at Gaucho 
they use wet-aged Argentinian beef - 
but the key, he explains, is to ask your 
butcher what the cattle were fed, how 
long the meat has been aged for and 
also look at the colour and marbling of 
the meat. 

'You want to stay away from the 
leaner cuts,' Salim warns. 'The best cut 
of beef for a BBQ is a rib eye with the 
bone out, as it cooks more evenly off the 
bone but there is enough fat to keep it 
juicy. This means it's still enjoyable, even 
if it accidentally gets over cooked.' 

They add nothing other than basting 
with some beef fat, just for added 
flavour, and Salim advises doing away 
with the constant bbq-flipping, 
recommending instead that the steak be 
left on one side for 70% of the cooking 
time, and turned only once for the 
remainder. 'Respect the meat,' he says in 
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GOURMET 


Top Barbie Tips 

* Don't use liquids to get the BBQ going - 
lighter fluid, beer and oil won't flavour 
your BBQ and could well be dangerous. 

Don't feel you have to cremate your 
food but do cook it properly. Pink chicken 
can be lethal so have patience. 


* Do respect the meat but have fun with 
BBQ-ing lots of different things. 

•5* Do make sure you have enough food - 
over cater as people keep picking at BBQs 
all day. 





•5* Don't start cooking until your coal is all 
glowing red with no flames. 


* Do have a nice selection of wines and 
beers to wash it all down with including 
the mandatory jug of Pimm's. 


an authoritative tone. 

While sausages are and will always 
remain popular (Cumberland are the 
best because of their spicing, while 
chipolatas are better for kids), and 
burgers should be homemade (mince, 
ketchup, breadcrumbs, Worcestershire 
sauce, an egg, a finely chopped onion 
and a dash of Tabasco), Gaucho's 
managing partner, Aussie Dominic 
Marriott, says that fish is still widely 
overlooked in the UK as a BBQ option. 

'You can put so many types of fish on 
the BBQ - from prawns on skewers to 
whole seabass, bream and fish 'steaks' 
of tuna, swordfish and salmon. You don't 
need tin foil or special equipment, just 
brush with a little olive oil and salt on 
the skin and away you go.' 

Cheeky extras they recommend are 
fried onions, corn on the cob, grilled 
courgettes, aubergine, peppers and 
a Greek or Mediterranean style-salad. 

'You can really put any vegetable on 
the grill, just turn them in a little 
seasoned olive oil first and they are 
phenomenal. Grilled cobs are always 
winners with the kids too,' says father- 
of-two Dominic. 

I'm starting to get daunted by the 
options, envisaging rows full of 
barbecuing fish, prawns on skewers and 
lamb chops interspersed with randomly 
grilling vegetables when Dominic saves 
me from myself, saying: 'Don't forget the 
success to a great BBQ is that it's really 
about the socialisation of cooking. It's 
about the gathering, getting all your

GREECE IS THE WORD 


T hirty years ago, the Kassandra 
peninsula in Halkidiki, mainland 
Greece, was little more than 
a deserted stretch of pine forests and 
sandy beaches. Then two local men 
came along, realised the beauty of the 
region, saw it was relatively untapped 
by the tourist industry and, shortly 
afterwards, the Sani Resort was born. 

Run by a family for families, this 
collection of five-star hotels and villas 
offers something very unique for a 
resort - aside from merely somewhere 
to stay, it's a holiday destination in itself, 
created to work with and enhance its 
locality and setting, instead of simply 
dominating it. 

Set in over 1,000 acres of forests and 
olive groves, there's a five-star hotel, 
luxury villas, a beach club hotel and 
a village hotel. Each 'section' has its own 
pool, restaurant and beach, so even 
though Sani's capacity is big, it doesn't 
ever feel overcrowded. But that could be 
as there's so much to keep guests 
occupied - an open-air theatre, cinema, 
watersports, bike riding, tennis, bird 
watching. The list goes on. 

At the heart of Sani is a marina 
bobbing with sleek yachts and, if our 
trip was anything to go by, it's here 
you'll spend a lot of your time, as it's

Aside from its pretty landscape 
and sunshine, the big draw of 
Greece for visitors is the food, and 
the offering at Sani is huge. Our 
favourite destination was Vosporos, 
a traditional Greek eatery, where we 
feasted on seemingly endless rounds of 
grilled haloumi, calamari, taramasolata, 
pitta, fresh fish... It's actually a bit 
dangerous having it all at your 
fingertips, as it's so delicious. 

Afterwards, you can work off that 
second round of feta with a swim in the 
sea - the resort's beaches are well 
maintained and the water is generally 
calm - or take a dip in one of the pools. 

If you prefer to stay on dry land, there 
are several walking trails around the 
resort, including one to the on-site bird 
sanctuary, where you can look out for 
one of the many feathered species that 
call Sani home. 

Rooms are comfortable and stylish 
- the Beach Hotel where we stayed 
has just been refurbished to five-star 
standard - and offer pretty views around 
the resort and plenty of space. Larger 
groups can opt for a family villa, some 
of which have gardens and private 
pools, but wherever you stay, you'll 
never be far from what you're after.

Local expert 

Deborah Moriarty from Hamptons is an 
expert when it comes to living in Richmond 


How did you start out in property? 

I mean it as no discredit to the 
profession but I think it's safe to say 
I fell into estate agency. I had just 
graduated and was teaching in Bristol 
but was becoming increasingly 
convinced I wanted a career in sales. 

I saw an advertisement in a broadsheet 
for a large London-based estate agency. 
It sounded an exciting, fast moving 
business to be in and I had always had 
an interest in property be it interior 
design or interesting architecture. I 
moved to Clapham a month later and 
enjoyed five years selling flats and 
houses in Clapham, Battersea and 
Wandsworth. I liked and suited the job 
but there always felt a slight mismatch 
with the company I was working for. 

Ten years ago I moved to the area and 
joined Hamptons Richmond and have 
been happily based here ever since. 

In what way has the local market 
changed in the last year? 

The market is much busier than this time 
last year. There were economic and 
social reasons that dampened activity 
last year - the Euro zone difficulties 
made buyers hesitant and the increase in 
stamp duty at the £2 million level 
certainly affected the amount of business 
done above this price, but the Jubilee 
celebrations and the Olympics also 
served as large distractions and we 
definitely felt the effect in the London 
property market. This year, the 



economic issues, whilst 
far from resolved, seem 
less daunting - the stock 
market has rallied, the 
Euro zone news is less 
dramatic and buyers to a 
large extent have 
acclimatised to the stamp 
duty shock. This has led 
to more active buyers in 
the market place and 
generally supply is not 
keeping up with the 
demand, hence we are 
seeing more and more 
properties being agreed 
under competition and 
record-breaking prices 
being achieved.
